oes it seem possible? Well, maybe!!! 

I'm writing this just before the 

CQWW CW weekend and I don't 
really know if our claimed scores add up 
to victory in the 1996 CQWW Club Com- 
petition or not - but I know we're going 
to be much, much closer than we have 
been in more than a sunspot cycle! 


Dave, KIHT(K8JLF), has been tabulating 
the scores from YCCC stations and at last 
count was over 115M points from the 
SSB weekend alone. The average score 
was down about 10% from last year's 
numbers but overall the YCCC SSB totals 
were up almost 30% over 1995's totals. 
That's impressive! 


The YCCC typically gathers in more 
points during the CW weekend than dur- 
ing the SSB weekend, so we have a 
chance of ending up in the 250M or high- 
er range - well within striking distance of 
our competition from the Philadelphia 
area. 


Please remember to send in your logs on 
time - the deadline for SSB logs is De- 
cember Ist, and CW logs are due by Janu- 
ary 15th. Every point is important so 
don't forget to send in even the smallest 
effort. For the first time, CQ has set up a 
process for you to send in your log elec- 
tronically, except that a printed cover 
sheet and dupe sheets are required to be 
mailed in. 


About a month ago the FCC finally 
opened up the floodgates on vanity call- 
signs and about 70 YCCC members took 
advantage of the opportunity to grab new 
callsigns - it may take a while to learn 
who goes with which new callsigns. 


Looking ahead, the weekend of December 
7-8 is the ARRL 160 Meter Contest, and 
following weekend, December 14-15, is 
the ARRL 10 Meter Contest. Both offer 
contrasting opportunities to check out 
antennas and radios at the bottom of the 
sunspot cycle (good conditions on 160M, 
and a challenge on 10M) - and to contri- 
bute towards a YCCC club score now that 
the ARRL has added club competitions to 
each contest. 


The next major YCCC club competition 
effort will be in the ARRL DX Competi- 
tion in February and March. In order for 
your score to count towards the club's 
totals, you have to have attended at least 
two YCCC meetings during the year be- 
fore the contest (since March 1996). If 
you're a new YCCC member this year 
(since March 1996) you only need to 
attend one meeting, and you've already 
done that by joining YCCC! Hope to see 
you at the December and February regular 
meetings, or at a regional meeting if one is 
scheduled in your area! 


Thanks again to everyone who was on the 
air during the CQWW weekends - the 
extra effort this year just may put us over 
the top! O

Submitting your CQWW logs 
via the Internet 


[This is a summary of a post made by K3EST to 
the contest reflector. Please submit your logs this 
way if possible - show CQ it’s the way to go! - 2R] 


REQUIRED CONTENT. Two files should be in- 
cluded in your message: 


1. A plain-text ASCII summary sheet MUST be 
included. 


2. Your log should be included in one of two ways: 
The binary file is preferred, but plain-text ASCII is 
also acceptable. 


Acceptable binary formats include: CT - your- 
call.BIN. NA - yourcall.QDF. We can read OH2BQS 
files. Data-base files differ greatly. Try sending your- 
call.DBF. Acceptable ASCII formats include: TR - 
yourcall. DAT. CT - yourcall.ALL. Other fixed- 
column ASCII formats are acceptable. 


If you send a binary file, it will have to be encoded 
for transmission via e-mail. All popular encoding 
schemes are acceptable, including UUencode, 
Base64, and BinHex. Many mail programs will au- 
tomatically encode a binary file using one of these 
schemes if you "attach" the file to your message. 


If you must send the files in separate messages, be 
sure to put the MODE and the station CALLSIGN in 
the Subject: line of each message. 


When you send your log it should automatically be 
acknowledged by the server. If we eventually have 
trouble with reading your file, we may ask you to 
send a disk. 


The purpose of delaying the Internet submission of 
logs until now was work load and ability to check 
logs. We did NOT want to increase the work at all. 
We now are to the point where we think that nothing 
will be compromised in the log-checking procedure 
by accepting Internet logs. We know that there will 
be unexpected problems, but we have to get our feet 
wet sometime. 


On the SUMMARY sheet: 

1. List ops if multi-op. 

2. List your club if club competition! 

4. USA stations: List your call as / if in another call 
area than indicated by your call. Example: K3EST/6. 
5. USA stations: Please indicate your ZONE on co- 
versheet universal exchange. Example:(for K3EST/6) 
“All reports are 59(9)03 unless otherwise indicated.”

Barry, NINQD, got rid of RFI from his monitor by 
wrapping it in copper screen (no, not the face) and 
soldering the seams. 


N1MM, Tom, puts a temporary dead end on his 
guy wires during installation so that he can attach a 
come-along and pull the guy fairly taut while at- 
taching his turnbuckles. This helps assure that you 
won’t run out of turnbuckle when doing the final 
tightening. 


KIKI shortens his Four Square Verticals for phone 
by temporarily shorting the bottom of the vertical 
wire a few feet higher with a split bolt connector. 
The resulting excess wire loop can be folded and 
taped to the vertical wire until it’s time to put it 
back on CW. (I found that I could tune my 4 Sq to 
3650 and cover both CW and Phone without 
changing dimensions, contrary to earlier attempts. 
Max dumped power phone OR CW now 2% ...BJ) 


Len, KB2R, found that an inexpensive high tem- 
perature grease sold in bicycle shops is ideal for 
lubricating rotors.(White lithium available in a tube 
from Sears is also good..When lubricating rotors, 
grease should be applied very sparingly. A thimble 
full should do a whole Hy gain rotor...ed) 


KIJKS, Bill, puts a tiny spot of grease on the posi- 
tion pot rotor. 


(By the way, HyGain will overhaul any HAM se- 
ries rotor for $75, regardless of how many parts are 
needed, and a Tail-twister for $95 plus $7 ship- 
ping) 


KMOP, Bill, learned that the cause of high SWR in 
driving rains on his HyGain trapped antennas was 
caused by water collecting in the ends of the traps. 
Drilling an additional drain hole in the outer end of 
the trap resolved the problem. (I just did the DE on 
one of my TH6s, following Bill's advice, and found 
if I kept the two outer spacers flush with the end of 
the trap, I could drill a 1/4 in hole 1 % from the end 
and miss the spacers BJ) 


When assembling Hygain antennas (others as well), 
it is common practice to set up the antenna on the 
ground, and align all the elements so they’re not 
skewed. To maintain the alignment, put a sheet 
metal screw in the boom to element clamps, secur- 
ing the clamp to the boom. Now, you can even 
remove the elements and reassemble the antenna 
atop the tower. 


Be sure to check antenna direction accuracy a few 
days before a contest. Make sure nothing slipped in 
the wind!)

The 
meeting was called to order by club President Tom, 
KIKI, and began with introductions of the 161 
members present and their guests.

Mem- 
bers making at least 600 QSOs in both modes of 
operation of the CQ WW contest will have three 
chances to win, while those reaching this level in 
only one mode will be entered in the drawing once. 


Following this, Fred, K2TR, gave a brief retrospec- 
tive on the radio career of Dr. Jim Lawson, W2PV. 
YCCC now hold Jim's call as one of our club calls, 
and Fred's station will host the first club operation 
under this famous call. 


Dave, K8JLF, is the new club scorekeeper. For 
upcoming contests, he will need the callsign used, 
the claimed score, the total QSOs, the total QSO 
points, the total number of multipliers, the entry 
category, the power level, the callsigns of the oper- 
ators, the share of the score going to YCCC, and 
the callsign of the host station. 


Next, Dean, N6BV, talked about computer tools for 
contesting. Then Doug, K1DG, and John, K1AR, 
discussed the CQ WW and ARRL contest commit- 
tees and JP, AA2DU, Hudson Division CAC repre- 
sentative, gave an update.
